Coral, which is becoming a fashionable ornament, 
bas been used as such for nearly three thousand 

ears. The Greeks, from whose language our word 
is derived, appeat to have been ignorant of its 
real nature, and supposed it to be a precious stone.— 
Like most rare substances, it was used medicinally, 
and various important qualities were attributed to it.— 
The Indian soothsayers considered grains of coral as 
amulets, and wore them as being ornaments agreeable 
to the gods. The ancient Gauls ornamented their hel- 
mets and bucklers with it; while the Romans placed 
pieces of coral on the cradles of new-born infants, to 

reserve them from the diseasesto which they were 
liable; and physicians prescribed preparations of coral 
for fever, fainting, othalmia, and other complaints.— 
In the wills of persons of the middle ages, we find 
frequent mention of coral ornaments as testamentary 
bequests; these were chiefly rosaries. For many 
years it was matter of great doubt what the real nature 
of coral was—some, from its hardness, supposed it a |
